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Maharashtra is a large State with widely differing habitats 
and now includes portions of the erstwhile Central Provinces, 
Hyderabad State and Berar. No list has yet been made of all the 
species and subspecies of birds recorded in the State and the 
student and bird-watcher in the field is also handicapped by the 
absence of any guide as to what to look for. The present check- 
list is an attempt to meet both these requirements and is also 
accompanied by a summary of information regarding movements, 
breeding and relative abundance within the State. 

Some species rare, strays or even completely absent below the 
Ghats in the Konkan may be common in the 'Deccan, e.g. Common 
Babbler, Sandgrouse and Grey Partridge. Similarly oceanic and 
some other species do not extend into the Deccan, while those from 
the south-west with Malayan affinities are more frequent in 
suitably wooded portions of the Western Ghats and in the hills 
around Bombay rather than in the Deccan. These differences do 
not permit the same remarks regarding movements, breeding and 
relative abundance in all parts of the State. My remarks relate 
mainly to the Konkan around Bombay, limited' by the crest of the 
Western Ghats on the east and the limits of the State on the north 
and south. 

There is still a large amount to be learnt about our birds and 
this together with the occasional strays, sometimes of a most extra- 
ordinary character, prevents any such checklist being complete 
and final. 

The subspecies known to occur in Maharashtra are mentioned 
but students and bird-watchers are warned that it is not custom- 
ary to use the subspecific name except when specimens have 
been collected or some distinctive character is visible in the field. 

It is possible that some of the older records have been over- 
looked. The compiler of this fist would be glad to have his atten- 
tion drawn to such omissions and also to assist in the identifica- 
tion of birds noted in the field and of specimens collected. 

While sportsmen may preserve the skins, wings or other parts 
of birds shot under their game licences, attention is drawn to the 
fact that the collection of other birds is not permissible except 
under a special licence. A visit to the Bird Gallery of the Prince 
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of Wales Museum of Western India will help to identify many of 
the birds seen, while the Bombay Natural History Society is always 
willing to assist with its library and collection any person wishing 
to undertake a more detailed study. 

In the list, the first number refers to the serial number in S. 
Dillon Ripley's A Synopsis of the Birds of India and Pakistan 
which corresponds to the serial used in Salim Ali and Ripley's 
Handbook of the Birds of India and Pakistan (Vols. 1-10). After 
the scientific and English names, the following abbreviations are 
used: 

R — resident 1 

M ■= winter migrant 

MR = migrant but some breed here 

LM — local migrant 

BM •*= breeding migrant C = common 

PM = passage migrant O = occasional 

S = stray or vagrant U = uncommon

placed in brackets, while those only from Mahableshwar and/or 
Ratnagiri at the southern extremity of the State have an asterisk 
placed against the English name. Except in species restricted in 
either manner, the remarks regarding status and frequency apply 
only to Bombay and neighbouring Konkan, up to and including the 
Ghats. 

The present list covers 522 species and subspecies of which 71 
have not been found on the Ghats or westwards in the Konkan and 
another 21 forms are from the southern areas round Mahableshwar 
and Ratnagiri. This leaves 430 from Bombay and the neighbouring 
Konkan up to and including the Ghats.
